(heir Gpinion also on the subject. The tine, 
they felt, had come when the Chamber of 
Commeree, representing the vast interests of 
(he country, ought to come together and express 
their views. Apologies had been received from 
Dr. Lombard Murphy, their Deputy Vice-Presi- 
dent; Sir William Goulding, Mr. John Good, Mr. 
George Jacob, and Mr. Ede Dobbin, manager of 
the London and North-Western Railway Com- 
pany. 

He hoped that the meeting would emphasise 
the great need for every tr and member of 
the community to throw his weight into the 
gcale to insure and secure a betier state of 
things than they had had in the past, and more 
particularly in the recent :

If 
they must, in their complete exclusion from 
all public affairs, organise their forces for the 
defence of their elementary rights, let it be 
known that they did so with good-will to all 
men, with faith in their country, and with 
hope for the future. (Hear, hear.)
